GRASHES IN SYRIA 
15 OF 36 KILLED 


Three of 21 Survivors on 
Clipper From Karachi, 
India, Reported  Seri- 


| ously Injured. 


NEW YORK, June 19 (AP)— 
Fifteen persons of 36 aboard the 
Pan American World Airways Con- 
stellation Clipper, the Eclipse, 
were killed early today when the 
big plane crashed at Meyadine, 
Syria, while trying to make a 
forced landing. 

Eight of the dead were passen- 
gers and seven were crew mem- 
bers. None of the passengers who 
perished was an American Pan 
American was informed. The 
remaining 18 passengers and 
three crew members were said to 
be safe, although an earlier report 
said three persons were seriously 
injured and seven were slightly 
hurt. 

Pan American said no other de 
tails of the crash were available. 
The plane was flying from Kara- 
chi, India, to Istanbul, Turkey, 
en route to New York. Names of 
the dead. passengers were not 
known immediately. 

The company said information 
from its Damascus office indi- 
cated that the following members 
of the crew were killed: Capt. 
Joseph Hall Hart Jr., Greenwich, 
Conn.; First Officer Robert Stan-

WHOLESALE BAKER 
INCREASES BREAD 
PRICE CENT A LOAF 


The Continental Baking Co., 
bakers of Wonder Bread, today 
raised the wholesale price of its 
one-pound loaf of white bread 1 
cent. Retailers, in turn, increased 
the price from 12 to 13 cents. 

Other large wholesalers, ap- 
parently taken by surprise at Con- 
tinental’s action, did not increase 
their price to.retailers, but most 
expressed the opinion that they 
would go along with the increase 
within the next two or three days. 

Last April 13, when most whole- 
salerg increased prices 3 cents a 
loaf, Continental was the only firm 
that did not go along on the rise. 
Five days later, the others were 
forced to reduce prices to meet 
Continental’s competition, it was 
said at the time, 

A spokesman for the Continen- 
tal Co, attributed his firm's action 
to the higher cost of ingredients 
and labor. Ingredients, which 
have risen in price, he said, are 
flour, sugar, shortening milk and 
malt. 


CORN UP TO WITHIN 1-8 CENT 


OF RECORD HIGH IN CHICAGO 


CHICAGO, June 19 (AP)—Corn 
soared to within cent of the 
record high in the Chicago Board 
of Trade's 99-year history today, 
closing at the top in an active 
trade. Brokers said buying by ex- 
port houses and an unfavorable 
crop outlook caused the sharp ad- 
vance, 

The July corn future hit $1.99 a 
bushel and closed at $1.98% to 
$1.99. The record high is $1.99%, 
established in July 1919. Final 
prices on all corn fvtures were 
2% to 5% cents higher than yes- 
terday’s close. 

Other grains did not advance as 
sharply as corn, but were strong. 
Wheat finished 4 to 1% cents 
higher, July $2.17%, and oats were

Statement 
By Union on 
Rejection 


The streetcar union today issued 
the following statement after its 
members had unanimously reject- 
ed the rearbitration proposal: 

“The proposal to submit this 
dispute to the Public Service Com- 
mission appears to be an invita- 
tion to play with loaded dice. 
Three of. the five members of the 
commission are appointees § of 
Gov. Donnelly, sponsor of the 
King-Thompson Act. hien strait: 
jackets labor in public utilities by 
taking away their right to strike, 
their one means of self-defense. 

“The union is unwilling to en- 
trust its destinies to amy such 
comission. In addition, the Public 
Service Commission is not a 
proper body to determine a labor 
dispute. Its functions and experi- 
ence are limited to rate determ- 
inations. None of its members 
may be said to be expert in the 
complicated field of labor rela- 
tions. 

“Moreover, the company’s ac- 
ceptance of this proposal is a 
sham. This is demonstrated by 
the fact that its acceptance of the 
principle of arbitration is condi- 
tional upon the union’s agreement 
to accept a judge of the company’s 
choice, 

“It has stated that if the union 
rejected ‘this proposal it would re- 
cede to its untenable position 
that there must be as a condition 
precedent to any arbitration, a 
determination of the phony Abe- 
ken award. 

“If the company were truly sin- 
cere in recognizing the principle 
of arbitration of the disputed de- 
mands, it would not hesitate to 
negotiate in good faith for a mu- 
tually satisfactory method of se- 
lecting arbitrators, skilled and ex- 
perienced in labor relations. 

“The union officials are willing 
to recommend arbitration under 
safeguards designed to insure a 
fair and just determination of this 
dispute,” 


WHOLESALE FOOD PRICE INDEX 
UP FOURTH WEEK’ IN A ROW 


Dun & Bradstreet Reports High- 
est Point Reached Since 
April 15. 

NEW YORK, June 19 (AP)— 
The Dun & Bradstreet wholesale 
food price index moved upward 
for the fourth consecutive week 
June 17, rising 12 cents to $6.24, 
the highest. point reached since 

April 15. 

The index, which represents the 
sum total of the price a pound of 
31 foods in general use, stood at 
$4.35 on the corresponding June 
date a year ago. 

Advances during the last week 
included corn, butter, cheese, cof- 
fee, cottonseed oil, cocoa, peanuts, 
eggs, molasses, hams, steers, hogs 
and lambs. Declines included 
flour, wheat, rye, oats, lard and 
potatoes. 


SENATE SENDS 
RENT CONTROL 
BILL 10 TRUMAN 


Measure Extends Agency 
to March, 1948, Allows 
‘Permissive Rises up to 
15 Pct, 


WASHINGTON, June 19 (UP)— 
The Senate today passed and sent 
to the White House legislation ex- 
tending federal rent ceilings to 
March 1, 1948, but authorizing 15 
per cent “voluntary” rent in- 
creases, 


WASHINGTON, June 19 (AP)— 
Senator Buck (Rep.), Delaware, 
predicted Senate passage today of 
a House-approved bill to extend 
rent controls for eight months and 
allow “permissive increages” up to 
15 per cent, 

Buck, floor manager of the leg- 
islation, planned to call it up 
today. 

He said he saw no obstacles to 
approval of the rent bill since the 
measure in its present form—a 
compromise with the House—is 
“pretty much as it left the Sen- 
ate.” Passage would send the bill 
to the White House. 

The principal concession on the 
part of. the Senate conferees who 
helped work out the final version 
was elimination of Government 
controls over commercial con- 
struction. 

Senator Taylor (Dem.), Idaho, 
another of the Senate conferees, 
has announced he would urge 
President Truman to veto it. 

Buck told a reporter he hoped 
Truman would sign it because 
“there is no question that it is 
this or nothing.” Under present 
law, controls expire June 30, 

Buck said he did not know what 
features the President might ob- 
ject to, except possibly the so- 
called Hawkes’s amendment for 
permissive increases. Under this 
provision, rental increases of up 
to 15 per cent are allowable if the 
landlord and tenant agree, prior 
to Dec. 31, on @ lease which. will 
be effective throughout 1948. 

“That is not as bad as it would 
seem,” Buck said, adding that all 
controls will probably end next 
Feb. 29 and the tenants who agree 
to the 15 per cent increase will at 
least be assured that their rents 
cannot go higher during 1948. 

The other major provisions of 
the compromise bill, which the 
House approved by a _ 163-to-73 
standing vote on Tuesday, are: 

1. Advisory boards in each of 
approximately 600 defense ren- 
tal areas to recommend rent in- 
‘creases or lifting of controls en- 
tirely. The rent administrator

Rejection of the rearbitration

The Public Service Co. had an- 
nounced its willingness to disre- 
gard the controversial arbitration 
award of June 10, which the union 
contended was illegal, and let the 
Public Service Commission, sitting 
as a board of arbitration, decide 
the wage question and all other 
issues, 

A union leader who declined to 
permit use of his name said rejec- 
tion of the re-arbitration proposal 
did not mean the union had aban- 
doned its position of insistence on 
new arbitration. - A counter-pro- 
posal calling for some group other 
than the Public Service Commis- 
sion might be made, he implied. 

Cushman said the union at pres- 
ent had no counter-proposal to 
present, but was still willing to 
submit the issues to arbitration. 
The arbitration board acceptable 
to the strikers, he continued, 
would consist of a company and 
a union arbitrator, plus a third 
member who could be chosen by 
the first two or “by some promi- 
nent and unimpeachable person, 
even the President of the United 
States,” 

In the conferences at City Hall, 
he continued, the union repeatedly 
had offered to negotiate directly 
with the company, “with the view 
of effecting a speedy settlement,” 
but the company had refused, as- 
serting this would be fruitless 
inasmuch as it was standing oh 
the position the old arbitration 
award was binding. 

Had a majority of the 3500 
strikers approved .the rearbitra- 
tion plan, streetcar and bus serv- 
ice could have been restored at 
once, :

Gerald V. Reilly, a former mem- 
ber of the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board who helped draft the 
Taft-Hartley bill, gave the con- 

ressional side of the argument 

n these words: 

“It is not desirable to give a 
union disciplinary powers which 
may cost a worker his job. Though 
in some instances workers are ex- 
pelled from unions for legitimate 
and proper reasons, evidence be- 
fore the committees indicated that 
unions are abusing unfon shop 
procedure. They ousted workers 
who belong to insurgent factions; 
Communist leaders expelled the 
most vigorous and effective anti- 
communist, and so forth. 

“A famous case is that in which 
a union ousted from membership 
a worker who refused to perjure 
himself by testifying in the union’s 
behalf in a court case, Unless 
there were the protection of this 
provision, a worker so expelled 
would also lose his job in a union 
shop plant.“ ; 

Senator Ball told the Post- 
Dispatch that the provision would 
prevent a worker from losing his 
job “merely because he spoke up 
at a union meeting or refused to 
buy a raffle ticket!” 

Senator Ball wrote in the Post- 
Dispatch two weeks ago that if 
any employer thought the provi- 
sion would enable him to launch 
a union-busting campaign or if 
some other “bugs” were found in 
the bill, Congress would have to 
amend it. He told the writer to- 
day, however, he did not think 
this provision would be amended 
in the next session. 

Court Ruling Predicted. 

An official of the present Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board was 
not so sure about this. He thought 
the issue one of the first magni- 
tude, which would require case 
by case decisions by the NLRB 
and final court interpretations. 

He cited two typical cases, one 
of an employer’s “stool pigeon” 
in the union; the other an out- 
right thief of union funds, Under 
present closed or union shop con- 
tracts, the union could expel the 
members and the employer would 
be forced to fire them. 

If the Taft-Hartley bill becomes 
a law, the employer could not be 
forced by the union to discharge 
the “stool pigeon” if he had paid 
his dues, The employer might ig- 
nore a union's request to fire 
him. In the case of an outright 
thief, the unlon could expel the 
man and inform the employer why 
it had done so. It might request 
that he be fired. If fired, the em- 
ploye might complain to the 
NLRB that the employer had been 
“forced” to discharge him. The 
new NLRB would have to decide 
whether the employer had acted 
because of the union’s influence or 
on his own motion,

are few closed shops but refusal 
by union members to work with 
non-union workers has been a 
powerful weapon to the same end. 

The Taft-Hartley bill presents 
two difficulties for legal interpre- 
tation. One is that its ambiguous 
language makes it an “unfair la- 
bor practice” by the employer to 
discriminate against any worker 
who has been expelled from a 
union for any reason other than 
the non-payment of dues, The 
other is the difficulty of any gov- 
ernmental group, Congress or the 
courts, to spell out the other situ- 
ations in which union or the em- 
ployer has the right to discipline a 
worker. 

The Taft-Hartley bill seemingly 
transfers much of this power from 
the union to the employer, The 
new NLRB and the courts will 
have to mark the boundaries by 
individual, precedent-making de- 
cisions. If these interpretations 
disrupt labor-management rela- 
tions ‘and slow down production, 
Congress will have to clarify the 
law.

Baptist Leader Gives 
Views at Hearing— 
Truman Gibson Jr., 
Educator, Favors It. 


WASHINGTON, June 19 (UP)— 
Two members of President Tru- 
man's universal military training 
advisory commission told the 
House Armed Services Committee 
today that a training program is 
necessary to national defense and 


world security, 

They are the Rev. Dr. Daniel A. 
Poling Boston, editor of the 
Christian Herald, and Truman K, 
Gibson Jr., Negro, a Chicago at- 
torney, educator and former civil- 


lan ald to the Secretary of War. 

Dr. Poling, a Baptist religious 
leader, said he strongly favored a 
training program and regretted 
very much that the Northern 
Baptist convention went on record 
in opposition to it last May. He 
said he did not think the conven- 
tion would have adopted that reso- 
lution if the report by the Pres- 
dent's advisory commission had 
been available then. 

Dr. Poling said the proposed 
training program was not con- 
scription and “may keep Ameri- 
can youths from ever being con- 
scripted again.” He said the 
United States has sent unprepared 
young men into two world wars. 
It would be criminal, he added, 
to do it again. 

Believes Training Justified. 

Gibson sald he originally favored 
universal training for its educa- 
tional and health benefits but now 
believes it is justified on one 
ground only: “It is necessary to 
the defense of the nation and the 
security of the world. I am 
strongly convinced that such a 
program is necessary.” 

Gibson said the National Guard 
is one of the most important com- 
ponents of defense, and that only 
by having a universal training 
program can the guard be brought 
up to its full strength. 

Dr. Poling and Gibson said a 
training program would not have 
an adverse effect on efforts for 
world peace. Dr. Poling said vir- 
tually all other nations have mili- 
tary training programs. Gibson 
said, “it is the only available way 
we have of promoting world 
peace,” 

Opposes Arms Unity Plan. 


Retired’ R. Adm. Eliis Mark 
Zacharias assailed Army-Navy 
unification legislation today as “a 
danger to us far greater than any 
possible enemy in the world.” 

Zacharias, who directed the 
psychological warfare campaign 
against Japan, told the House 
Executive Expenditures Commit- 
tee that every nation which 
merged its armed forces has gone 
down to defeat. 
“The reason is that, with a mer- 
ger, they invariably begin to think 
in.terms of only one of their 
branches, and usually the ground 
forces, because of the sheer weight 
of numbers,” he said. “When 
they do this, they lose all the 
strategical concepts of sea power.” 
The present unification bill came 
asa “complete surprise” to the 
Navy, he continued. He said that

U.S. GREENLAND BASE PLAN 
TAKEN TO DENMARK BY ENVOY 


WASHINGTON, June 19 (UP)— 
Danish Ambassador Henrik de 
Kauffman departed for Denmark 
yesterday to inform hig govern- 
ment officially of the United 
States request for permanent de- 
fense sites in Greenland. 

The delicate negotiations over 
the future of Greenland defense 
sites now under temporary Ameri- 
can control have been going on 
here for three weeks on an infor- 
mal basis.

Among these men 
are one or two of the loudest 
public bellowers for rectification 
of the “injustices” of existing la- 
bor statutes. 

Yet they would like to avoid 
passing the labor bill over the ex- 
pected veto, because in this man- 
ner they would be recorded them- 
selves a second time, and would 
force the President to lie in the 
bed that he had made for himself. 

Thus, if anti-labor feeling in 
the country diminished, they 
might manage to conciliate the 
labor groups in their consti- 
tuencies, whereas if anti-labor 
feeling rose, they could make the 
President the goat, 

Taft Urged Extreme Measure. 

Such Republican leaders as 
Senators Robert A. Taft and Ar- 
thur H. Vandenberg are far too 
hard-headed to be tempted by this 
kind of slickness, yet even Taft, 
with all his seriousness and ability, 
at one time urged the Republican 
conference to jam through a much 
more extreme labor measure, He 
did this despite the absolute cer- 
tainty of a veto for a bill of this 
kind, and the equal certainty that 
a veto of a punitive bill would be 
sustained, 

And he made no secret, at the 
meeting of his fellow Republi- 
cans, that he thought it would be 
advantageous to make “the Presi- 
dent take the blame” for the fail- 
ure to pass the labor legislation 
the country desires. 

One must hasten to add, how- 
ever, that the score between Dem- 
ocrats and Republicans is pre- 
cisely even. Left-wing Democrats 
in Senate and House made no 


consideration of political advantage.

Nevertheless, just as Senator Taft 
was not averse to seeing no labor 
legislation passed and blaming the 
White House, so also there are 
some around the White House who 
live in fear that the Presidential! 
veto, if forthcoming, may perhaps 
be sustained. 

Their theory is that the ideal 
situation would be a veto followed 
by re-passage of the bill. The 
President will thus retain his 
labor support by the veto, but, 
with the bill on the statute books, 
will be shielded from blame for 
any major labon trouble that arises 
in spite of the change in the law. 

Red Move for Bill. 

Tt is ridiculous, but true, that 
this kind of motivation can even 
be discovered in the labor group 
themselves, among the small but 
active Communist element. They 
are screaming loudest against the 
bill. Currently, they are sponsor- 
ing a “veto caravan,” a mass pro- 
cession of protestants, which 
moved from the West Coast by 
automobiles, and converged on 
Washington to hold public rallies 
and make a loud, left-wing noise. 

The caravan was okayed by 
AFL President William Green in 
an absent-minded moment. The 
announcement of the caravan also 
carried CIO President Philip Mur- 
ray’s name, 

When Murray heard of this, he 
instantly protested, for he saw at 
once that this kind of demonstra- 
tion would certainly help the bill 
to become law. 

To help the bill become law 
was, of course, the purpose of the 
caravan's Communist sponsors. A 
labor bill on the books will give

President Truman today nominat- 
ed Edwin C. Wilson, Ambassador 
to Turkey, to be chief of the 
$100,000,000 Turkish aid program. 
The nomination, which had been 
expected, was sent to the Senate 
along with the appointment of 
Charles E. Saltzman, vice presi- 
dent of the New York Stock Ex 
change, as an Assistant Secretary 
of State. 

Wilson, a native of Palatka, 
Fla., and a veteran diplomat, will 
handle the Turkish aid job in 
addition to his duties as Ambassa- 
dor. . 

Saltzman, a graduate of the 
United States Military Academy, 
served as a brigadier general in 
World War II and received the 
Distinguished Service Medal. He 
returned to the New York Stock 
Exchange early in 1946, 


There was some confusion con- 
cerning the post Saltzman would 
take. Neither the White House 
nor State Department has dis- 
closed there is any vacancy in the 
assistant secretaryships. 


Saltzman will be in charge of 
occupation affairs, succeeding As- 
sistant Secretary John Hilldring 
on Sept. 1 Hilldring previously 
has indisated a desire to resign, 
but this was the first time the 
date of his retirement has been 
disclosed. 

Assistant Secretary William 
Benton a is slated to leave the 
department, but his retirement is 
not expected unti] the Congres- 
sional controversy over funds for 
the State Department's informa- 
tion program is settled.

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PHELPS TO CALL 
STATE GRAND JURY 
MEMBERS IN U.S 
COURT'S KEPROBE 


Special Prosecutor Says 


He Believes They May 
Testify Before Federal 
Grand Jury and at Fed- 
eral Court Trial.

KANSAS CITY, June 19—-Mem- 
bers of the State Grand Jury 
which indicted 71 Kansas City 
election officials for vote frauds 


will be summoned to testify in the 


United States District Court in- 
quiry into those frauds, it was in- 
dicated today by Special Federal 
Prosecutor Richard K. Phelps. 

Phelps was sworn in at noon to- 
day as special assistant to Attor- 
ney General Tom C. Clark, taking 
the oath before District Judge 
Richard M. Duncan. He announced 
that he would file an application 
with District Judge Albert A. 
Ridge for the calling of a special 
grand jury. 

Phelps told the Post-Dispatch 
that, in his opinion, state grand 
jurors may testify both before a 
Federal Grand Jury and in a fed- 
eral court trial of election offi- 
¢ials who may be indicted by the 
blue-ribbon grand jury which will 
be called to investigate the vote 
frauds. 

This, Phelps said, will enable 
state grand jurors to place before 
the federal court the evidence on 
which they based their indict- 
ments and which was stolen by 
safe blowers who entered the vault 
in the offices of the Board of 
Election Commissioners the night 
of May 27-28. 

By stealing the ballots and elec- 
tion records on which the State 
Grand Jury based its finding that 
fraud occurred in the primary 
here last Aug. 6, evidence thieves 
may have frustrated state prose- 
cution of the vote frauds. Pros 
cuting Attorney James G. Kimbrell 
has stated that he cannot con- 
tinue with prosecution of a ma- 
jority of the indictments unless a 
new state law is passed enabling 
grand jurors to testify before a 
State petit jury as to the nature 
of the stolen evidence. 

Looking Up the Law. 

“One of my first jobs,” Phelps 
said today, “will be to make a 
thorough search of the law on 
this subject. However, I am quite 
certain that there is nothing pre- 
venting members of a state grand 
jury from testifying in federal 
court. 

“I do know that federal grand 
jurors may testify in court. I am 
certain in my own mind that the 
same rule applies to members of 
a State Grand Jury.” 

Specifically, members of the 
State Grand Jury thus may tell 
the Federal Grand Jury, and later 
a federal petit jury, the differ- 
ence between their own count of 
ballots cast in 19 precincts and 
the official count in those pre- 
cincts. Indictments returned by 
the State Grand Jury were based 
on a study of the ballots in those 
precincts — ballots later taken 
from the Jackson County Court- 
house, The State Grand Jury 
found “a deliberate, calculated 
and premeditated plan to mis- 
count and otherwise steal votes” 
in those precincts. 

Inquiry Broadened 

Since the entry of the Federal 
Government into the inquiry, the 
investigation has been broadened 
to embrace the primary election 
in all of the Fifth Congressional 
District. There were 429 precincts 
in Kansas City alone, at the time 
ef the primary. 

Preliminary steps to obtain the 
special grand jury were taken by 
Phelps yesterday in an informal 
conference with A. L. Arnold, 
clerk of the court, and William 
Gillispie, jury commissioner, Its 
members would be selected from 
the Western Missouri District, 
with the exception of Jackson 
county, This method was adopted 
successfully in selection of the 
grand jury which brought about 
the indictments for vote frauds 
in 1936 and the petit juries which 
participated in the trials. 

Phelps learned in his discussion 
that the 23 jurors could be picked 
from a list of about 300, Their 
qualifications would be screened 
through consultation with minis- 
ters, educators and other reputa- 
ble citizens of their communities. 

In seeking a special jury, Phelps 
pointed out that a grand jury im- 
paneled last May but now in re- 
cess would be unable to handle 
the vote-fraud investigation to its 
conclusion. Preliminary work 
would occupy much of its time, 
he said, and its customary time 
of discharge would be reached be- 
fore the vote-fraud investigation 
was completed.

Text of Plan 
To Let State 
Arbitrate Tieup 


Text of the rejected proposal to 
submit all issues between the Pub- 
lic Service Co. and its striking 
employes to rearbitration follows: 

“1, The company and the union 
agree to submit all the demands 
of the company and the union as 
set out in the last previous ar- 
bitration record to the Missouri 
Public Service Commission as ar- 
bitrator under Article 7, Section 
5697 of the Revised Statutes of 
Missouri, which reads as follows: 

Whenever any public utility 
has a controversy with another 
public utility ox person and all 
the parties to such controversy 
agree in writing to submit such 
controversy to the commission 
as arbitrators, the commission 
shall act as such arbitrators, and 
after due notice to all parties 
interested shall proceed to hear 
such controversy and their 
award shall be final. Parties 
may appear in person or by at- 

torney before such arbitrators. 

“2. The commission, sitting as a 
board of arbitration, is to deter- 
mine whether its decision is to be 
based on the record as it now 
stands or whether further evi-

“3. The decision of a majority of 
the commission shall be final and 
binding upon both parties.

ON 45,000 MILES 
OF RAILS ORDERED

averaged $6000 a mile for single 
track and $8000 a mile for double 
track, 

Indicative of the scope of the 
order is that it will require some 
change in operation over nearly 
half of all the railroad mileage 
in the country where passenger 
trains travel at speeds of 60 miles 
an hour or more. The commis- 
sion found there are 227,930 miles 
of passenger track, on 109,877 of 
which such speeds are authorized. 

An analysis of railroad acci- 
dents in the period between Jan. 
1, 1944, and June 36, 1946, is in- 
corporated in the commission 
‘findings, This led it to include 
that “the higher degree of pro- 
tection, the lesser number of col- 
lisions per mile operated.” 


“The tendéncy in recent years,” 
e Commissioner Patterson, 
“has been greatly to increase the 
speed of trains and thesc increases 
have generally been accompanied 
by increases in the number of 
trains. 

“Unquestionably the higher 
speeds and the greater number of 
trains have increased the accident 
hazards and necessitate more and 
better protection for the traveling 
public and train employes.

Senate Democratic Leader Bark- 


WASHINGTON, June 19 (UP)— 
Organized labor turned on the 
heat for a labor bill veto today. 

Union leaders put kinisbing 
flourishes on a campaign that has 
helped swamp the White House 
with its heaviest flood of protests 
since Truman took office. About 
800,000 letters, cards and tele- 
grams jammed the President's 
mail room, the vast majority urg- 
ing a veto. 

The bulk of these were prined 
or mimeographed veto“ com- 
munications prepared by unions 
and requiring only the sender's 
signature. 

Today’s mail included a state- 
ment from 40 lawyers, industrial 
relations experts and labor econ- 
omists that the Taft-Hartley bill's 
“unwise, unfair, and unworkable” 
provisions would increase, not pre- 
vent, labor Strife.

10 FLOOD RIVER 
NV ASTATE ARE 


Missouri, Mississippi In- 
undating More Acre- 
age, Driving Hundreds 
More From Homes. 


‘Rains ranging up to three inches 
fell yesterday and early today in 
the already-flooded areas of north- 
ern Missouri, southern Iowa, 
southeastern Nebraska and north- 
eastern Kansas to swell the yam- 
paging rivers, and more rain was 
forecast by the United States 
Weather Bureau. 

Meterologist Harry F. Wahlgren 
said it was too early to predict 
what effect the rains would have 
on the crests of the Missouri and 
Mississippi rivers by the time they 
reach here. Both the Mississippi 
here and the Missouri at St. 
Charles were falling today. 

United States Highway 40 was 
closed at Boonville when eight 
inches of water covered the road 
east of the city. Route 87 north 
of Boonville also has been closed 
because of flood waters. 

Oakville, Ia., a town of 440 per- 
sons on the Iowa river near its 
confluence with the Mississippi, 
was isolated and almost deserted, 
as only a few families remained 
in the village with flood-fighters 
on duty there, 

United States Army engineers 
estimated that about 150,000 acres 
of land in eastern Iowa and Mis- 
souri and in western IIlinois were 
under water, and many additional 
thousands of acres might be 
flooded when the crests of the 
Iowa and Des Moines rivers were 
dumped into the Mississippi in 
about one week. Stock, grain and 
household furnishings already 
have been removed from 400 farms

The Army and Coast Guard has 
assault boats and other varieties 
of war-developed amphibious 

uipment at a number of places 
in the flooded areas to evacuate 
stranded persons and carry sand- 
bags to build up levees.

The House by voice vote passed 
and sent to the Senate yesterday 
legislation setting up procedures, 
including priorities for veterans, in 
the disposal of $743,000,000 of 
government built permanent-type 
war housing. 

Passage came after the body 
rejected a proposal that veterans 
be allowed to use their’ terminal 
leave bonds in part payment for 
the homes. Speaker of the House 
Martin, however, predicted that 
Congress would pass legislation 
at this session to permit veterans 
to cash their bonds immediately. 

The legislation passed yester- 
day requires cash payment for the 
160,000 units of war housing, it 
gives veteran occupants of the 
dwellings first priority to buy, 
veteran non-occupants next 
chance, then tenant non-veteran 
occupants, co-operative groups of 
veterans, municipalities and the 
general public, in that order. 

A few hours earlier, the House 
veterans committee approved a 
bill to deny all veterans’ benefits 
to (a) Communists, (b) those in 
sympathy with the party’s aims, 
and (c) those owing allegiance to 
Russia. This, it was said, would 
cover terminal leave bonds, educa- 
tional rights and subsistence al- 
lowances.

Contrasting Characters. 
The adage that a rolling stone 
gathers no moss is refuted in 
Allen’s case. 
Allen was born with an ad- 
venturous foot.

After being discharged from the 
Army. Allen became a peaceful 
soldier of fortune, roaming about 
every continent on earth. As a 
vehicle for his wanderings he 
chose the American Red Cross, in 
which he has been vice chairman, 
in charge of insular and foreign 
operations, since January 1942.

During 1911 the 
elder Allen was appointed post- 
master of the village. He soon dis- 


covered that handling mall, selling 
stamps and reading postcards in- 
terfered with his traffic in farm 
implements.

The 
future Red Cross executive sped 
to the paternal rescue. Thus, at 19, 
he became acting postmaster of 
Craig. 


After attending the University 
of Missouri, he worked for two 
years as sales manager for Morris 
& Co., packers, in Kansas City, No 
sooner was he discharged from 
the Army than he was off on his 
foreign travels, as a member of 
the European command of the 
Red Cross, with headquarters in 
Paris, A year was spent in Po- 
land, where the government deco- 
rated him for setting up 100 child 
health stations as well as feeding 
and clothing refugees.

Finns Not Behind ‘Iron Curtain,’ 
But Press Is Censored to Suit 
Russia; Reds Run Secret Police 
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Most of Convicted War Criminals' Still

HELSINKI, June 19. 


HE versatility of the Communists in their propaganda is ob- 
vious in Finland’s country districts, 
I passed what looked like the wooden foundation of a new house. 


At a country crossroads, 


Actually, my chauffeur told me, it was a “Communist dance floor.” 
The Communists, who never miss a trick, sponsor two or three 


dances every week there in the summer. 


This is the best amuse 


ment available for the young people of these parts. 


The Lutheran Church, a great 
power in Finland, does not much 
like the idea—but there is noth- 
ing it can do about it. This 
crossroads Communist dance floor, 


I was told, is being duplicated 
all over Finland. 

Finland is not behind an tron 
curtain, but there is a censorship 
of newspapers here. A local ed- 
itor told how news from abroad 
is brought in by American agen- 
cies and in theory is not liable to 
censorship, 

How Censorship Works. 

“But in practice,” he said, “if 
we suspect it contains something 
hateful to the Russians, we have 
to submit it to the censor. In 
most cases, however, we can guess 
ourselves whether it should be 
cut or not, 

“There used to be pre-publica- 
tion censorship carried out by a 
censor sitting right in the news. 
paper office. Now this has been 
relaxed. They send out general 
prohibitions not to publish such 
and such. When we were nego- 
tiating the United States loans, 
the American Legation wished 
nothing to be published because 
it might endanger the negotia- 
tions. So the word was sent out 
from the censor’s office.” 

I cut in, “So we bring pressure 
on you, too!” 

The editor answered, “Yes—but 
perhaps for our own good.” 

The editor confirmed what I had 
heard from other sources, that the 
Swedish Reader’s Digest no longer 
appears on the stands in Helsinki. 
One whole edition was confiscated 
some months ago after it ap- 


peared with a condensation of 
John Fischer's article, “The Sacred 
Men of the Kremlin.” The Finnish 
edition of the Reader's Digest 
printed in Helsinki, carefully 
omits all anti-Russian articles, 


Trade With Russia, 


Censoring its press in Russia's 
favor is not the only obligation 
to which Finland has had to sub- 
mit. Like all other countries on 
the Russian frontier, it has had 
to re-align its trade and tie it to 
Russia. Before the war, Finland 
imported mostly from Germany, 
England and America in that or- 
der and exported mostly to Eng- 
land America and Germany in 
that order. 

Now Finland's trade with Russia 
is large. 

I asked a Finnish economist: 
“Will you be as well off, linked 
to the Russian trade system, as 
you were before the war?” He 
answered with a shrug of his 
shoulder. I asked if the Russians 
were fair in their prices. Again 
he shrugged, but ‘added: “At pres- 
ent they are uneven—as in world 
trade. But I think in the future 
their trade prices will be fair. 
They were before the war, though 
we had little trade with them 
then.” 

Pressure by Reds. 

A well-informed Finn gave me 
some examples of Russian domes- 
tic pressure on Finland. 

After the armistice of Septem- 
ber 19, 1944, he told me, the Rus- 
sians presented the Finnish police 
with a list of Finnish war crim- 
inals containing 61 names. Only

OME years ago, a man of 40 worked out a satis- 
factory estate plan with his attorney and our 
officers.

His 
death occurred without the will having been 
signed and his carefully worked out plan for the 
conservation of his estate and the protection of 
his family never went into effect.

First, since he left no will, the administrator of 


his estate was required to post bond of double the 


value of the property. The annual bond premium 


represented additional expense that would not 


have been incurred had he gone through with 


his plans. 
Second, part of 


his estate went to his minor 


children, and this required the appointment of a 


guardian who also was required to post a bond. 
The annual bond premium paid out of the chil- 


dren’s funds took approximately 20% of their 


income. The guardian was required to invest the 


children’s property under antiquated and inap- 
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propriate laws. The children will receive their 


respective shares of the estate at age 21, although 
his unsigned will provided otherwise. 


Third, the portion of the estate which went to 
his wife, enlarged her cwn rather substantial estate 
for tax purposes and will increase her prospective 


estate and inheritance taxes. 


Fourth, although he planned to leave his estate 
in trust in order to provide experienced investment 
management, his estate went outright to the 
various members of his family, and thus the 
burden of management and its attendant risks 
were placed upon people who had no specialized 
training in the handling of investments. 


The best estate plan will fail if it is never put 
in force. Procrastination is a human failing, attest- 
ed by the fact that our files contain many estate

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Why This Aid to Russia? 
In announcing the “Truman Doctrine” the 
President said, “It must be the policy of the 
United States to support free peoples who are 
resisting attempted subjugation by armed mi- 
norities or by outside pressures.” In a later 
speech, he declared that the United States 
would limit its economic aid to nations which 
do not seek to impose their will on others. 
Since these speeches were made, Russia's im- 
perialistic career has gone unchecked. Within 
the last few days the United States has sternly 
protested against the Communist coup in Hun- 
gary and against the suppression of the last 
remnants of the Communist opposition in Bul- 


garia. 
Yet, in the face of all this, Secretary Marshall 


has announced an American-financed plan for 


the recovery of Europe with Russia included as 
It is confusing to hear 
Russia arraigned one day as an aggressor and to 
see her included the next day with democratic 
nations as one of the beneficiaries of American 
loans which may total some 24 billion dollars. 


‘It is the more confusing because Russian 
spokesmen all the while are denouncing he 
proffered loans to Europe as “dollar imperi- 
alism” and an attempt to enmesh Europe in the 
web of “American finance capitalism.” 

Why shouldn't Russia be left out entirely and 
attention be concentrated on building up a dem- 
ocratic Western Europe capable of resisting 
Communist imperialism? 

It seems reasonably sure that this possibility 
was explored and that the nations of Western 
Europe, including Britain, opposed the plan. 

The British Labor party, or enough of it to be 
a deciding factor with Prime Minister Attlee, op- 
poses an alliance directed against Russia and 
favoring the United States, It sees Britain 
rather in the role of a middle man, holding a 
balance between the two great world powers. 
British Labor is a party of gradual socialism; it 
does not approve of either American capitalism 
or Russian Communism. 

Britain, France and the rest of Western 
Europe have an understandable horror of the 
thought of becoming the battleground of a Rus- 
so-American war, and this is another reason they 
preferred a plan which would not emphasize 
the division between the two great powers, 

Furthermore, the parts of the Continent under 
Russian control—Eastern Germany, Poland, 
Hungary, the Danube Basin and the Ukraine— 
are the breadbasket of Europe. They also are 
a market for the products of the more indus- 
trialized Western Europe. The economic diffi- 
culties of dividing Europe on the Stettin-Trieste 
line, while not insurmountable, were real. 

Secretary Marshall speaks of a United States 
of Europe, including Russia, But this is too un- 
realistic to be taken seriously. So dominant 18 
the position of Russia, and so intense Russia's 
preoccupation with spreading Communism, that 
any genuine union including Russia would not 
be a United States of Europe but a greatly en- 
larged Communist state. 

What alternatives are there to the Marshall 
plan, with its aid to a nation which, by our own 
formula, we are pledged not to aid and which, 


on all the evidence, we fear as a possible enemy? 


If an economic union of Western Europe alone 
is impossible, there remains the alternative of 
selective aid to key countries which we desire 
as allies. Foremost of these is France, the key 
to Western Europe. Second is Italy, which is 
the second line of defense for the positions we 
have assumed in Greece and Turkey. And cer- 
tainly we could give financial aid and encour- 
agement to the customs union being formed by 
Holland, Belgium and Luxembourg. 

But so long as Russia continues her head- 
strong imperialism, in violation of her pledges at 
Yalta and in the denial of international co- 
operation, she should be excluded from the 
scope of the loans. The Russians are political 
realists and they respect realism. Why should 
not Americans be realists also? We should limit 
our ald to our friends—to nations which, as 
President Truman says, “govern themselves in 
their own way and honor the right of others 
to do likewise.” —

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A Credit to Gov. Green 


Gov. Green is entitled to genuine satisfaction 
in having brought about redistricting in Illinois 
for seats in the national House of Representa- 
tives, Had he not put the weight of his office 
behind it, the redistricting bill would not have 
passed either branch of the Legislature. Because 
he did, Illinois will no longer present the na- 
tion’s greatest congressional district population 
disparity—from 112,000 in its Fifth District to 
915,000 in its Seventh. 

Under the new plan, districts will have a rea- 
sonable spread of from 275,000 to arouad 300, 
000, Also they will make sense geographically, 
For example, Madison and St. Clair counties, 
constituting a more or less metropolitan area 
with many common industrial problems, will 
comprise the new Twenty-fifth District. 

It was inevitable that an equitable redistrict- 
ing would reduce representation here and in- 
crease it there, that some sitting Congressmen 
would be pitted against each other, that power- 
ful opposition would be raised on partisan and 
other grounds. As Illinois has not been redis- 


‘manency 


tricted since 1901, this represents a lot of catch- 
ing up. Missouri should be at work on the same 
problem. The rapid growth of St, Louis county 
is producing a great disparity in basis of repre- 
sentation in this state. 


Bad Boy 

When Frank Hague stepped. down as Mayor 
of Jersey City and turned the city, its popula- 
tion, appurtenances and annexes over to his 
nephew and heir apparent, Commissioner Frank 
Hague Eggers, he gave living testimony to the 
power of juvenile delinquency as a political way 
of life. 3 

As a boy, the ex-Mayor was expelled from the 
sixth grade for truancy. Incorrigibility, having 
ended his career in education, soon made it in 
politics, and he never forsook its teachings. To 
the New Jersey Juvenile Delinquency Commis- 
sion, which he largely founded, he once wrote 
out of the wisdom of the mature delinquent: “If 
we had the strict regulations at this time (his 
boyhood) which are part of the system today, 
I would have been placed in an institution and 
would not have had the opportunity to rise to 
a high position in the political life of my state.” 
No boy has been sent to reform school from 
Jersey City in recent years, and it was in inter- 
ceding for a juvenile delinquent that Mayor 
Hague pronounced, “I am the law.” 


To some Americans, Hague may seem an ex- 
orbitant price to pay for humanitarian ideas 
about bad boys. As boss of Jersey City he nul- 
lified Americans’ rights of free expression and 
free assembly, took over the police and the 
courts, and once had a private wire to the Gov- 
ernor’s office. His goons have beaten up and 
jailed, impartially, New York gangsters, CIO 
labor leaders, and state election agents bent on 
insuring an honest ballot. He controlled 100,000 
votes in Jersey City and Hudson county, aided 
by a permanent registration system whose per- 
survived change of residence and 
death. A superintendent of elections in Hudson 
county once declared that the money spent on 
balloting in Jersey City was wasted. 


Hagueism did not begin with Frank Hague 
and does not end with his transfer of the boss- 
dom to his nephew. It is as ancient as corrupt 
government and as permanent as the apathy of 
voters. His maxim, “A full 50 per cent of the 
voters have got to be coaxed or dragged to the 
polls,” is reminiscent of Memphis Boss Ed 
Crump’s assertion that if Judas Iscariot’s name 
were put on the ballot a sizable part of the 
electorate would vote for him. Huey Long, 
Eugene Talmadge, Tom Pendergast, all knew 
this weakness of representative government and 
acted on it, Jersey City is more than a feudal 
fiefdom; “it is,” in the words of Norman Thom- 
as, ‘a mirror in which other cities may see what 
they may become.” 
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After the Fire 


A short item says the Georgia Supreme Court 
has dissolved receivership proceedings against 
the Winecoff hotel in Atlanta, where 119 persons 
died in a December fire. Suit was based on an 
old law requiring fire escapes in hotels charging 
$2 a day or more. Since people die in $1 hotels 
as well as in $2 hotels, the law was ruled out as 
class legislation, So the Winecoff tragedy is 
written off in inaction. 


That is in Georgia. What about St. Louis? 
Within three days after the Winecoff fire, 17 
hotels here were ordered to show cause why 
their permits should not be revoked for failure 
to maintain safety. There had been similar fits 
of inspection here after the La Salle hotel and 
Coconut Grove night club fire disasters. Inter- 
mittent bursts of stringent activity serve some 
purpose, but how does St. Louis stand right 
now and right along? Although the headlines 
of holocausts are gone, tragedy is not more im- 
portant than ‘preventing it.

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Purely From Pique 

Senator Kilgore from the coal state of West 
Virginia has written a bill to let the Bureau of 
Mines enforce the mine safety recommendations 
it now makes without enforcement. This is a 
logical proposal for the Federal Government to 
help prevent mine casualties where Illinois and 
other states have failed abysmally. But John 
L. Lewis doesn't like it, 

A United Mine Workers representative testi- 

fied that Mr. Lewis thinks the Government 
should have power to close unsafe mines under 
congressional regulation, but that no govern- 
ment agency should have this power without 
congressional regulation. This is pretty com- 
plicated. As Mr. Lewis should know, it is hard 
enough to enforce mine safety rules without 
tying them down in congressional supervision. 
Congress is buried deep enough in legislative 
problems without attempting to be an executive 
agency. 
Why does John L. Lewis take this position? 
Purely from pique. Much as he may want mine 
safety, he wants none of it to add to the juris- 
diction of Secretary of Interior Krug, for whom 
Mr. Lewis has nothing but displeasure. This is 
petty, of course, yet it threatens to hold up a 
federal mine safety law. If the UMWA chief 
would back off from his personal prejudice, he 
should win protection for the men in the coal 
fields, 
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A Case Jam That Hobbles Justice 


It is a serious thing to have more than 300 
cases pending in the criminal division of the 
St. Louis Circuit Court. Such a backlog of 
cases means not only that justice is long delayed 
in many instances but that at times justice is 
actually denied. The very word “justice” con- 
notes all reasonable promptness no less than 
fairness and rectitude. 

The Circuit Court, therefore, has done pre- 
cisely what it should do in assigning two addi- 
tional judges to reduce the crowded criminal 
docket. As a result, Judges Nangle and Mur- 
phy will assist Judges Mayfield, Ruddy and Kil- 
loren in getting this accumulation to trial. 


Right now the one line above all others in the 
Constitution for these Judges and the Circuit 
Attorney’s staff to keep before them is the first 
part of the Sixth Amendment: “In all criminal 
prosecutions, the accused shall enjoy the right to 
a speedy and public trial ., .” |

John Dougherty, 
for instance, built his fine Greek revival 
country house after moving westward from 
Kentucky as fur trader and Indian agent. 

The oldest brick house west of the Mis-

in Ste, Genevieve, Mo., about 1804. Its 
builder was John Price, In the same town 
stands the house built by Lewis F. Linn, 
who was born near Louisville in 1795, mi- 
grated to Missouri as a pioneer physician, 
and later was hailed as “the model Sena- 
tor.” Another gem is the house near Kan- 
nas City erected by Alexander Majors, a 
Kentuckian who founded an important 
freighting firm. 

Missouri will do its future a favor by adopt- 
ing a measure to guard the relics of its 
past. It will incidentally perform a service 
to Kentucky, by cherishing the memory 
of many of our native sons,

It has been said that poetry, to have 

more than ephemeral value, must be the 

voice of a period; that it must have unt 
versality which brings it within the es- 
perience of everyone, If this is true then 
much lyric verse written today falis short 
of achievement, a casualty of the war per- 
haps, the outgrowth of production-line 
thinking. ‘ 

This does not mean that verse which 
breaks away from traditional form has no 
merit, If the iconoclasm is motivated by 
intense honesty then it opens the door to 
greater achievement either by the poet who 
forsakes the tradition, or by those who 
come after him. 

The slim collection of lyric verse by Bar- 
ker, a young successful English poet with 
three volumes to his credit, has little to 
recommend it, contrary to the opinion of 
W. H. Auden who wrote its foreword. The 
verse structure is bare and not always fair 
to look upon, Its overtones are neither 
beauty nor intensity, but a kind of hatred, 
not always well-directed, of the flesh. And 
love is, despite its star-crossed setting, one 
with the dust of pavements and noon sun. 

* — * 

The value of a work stands or falls by 
its least important part. Barker who 
gropes into apocryphal darkness for un- 
usual images has exercised little discipline 
in judgment when he included, either as 
flippancy or to pad, the supposedly clever 
epigrams which round out the collection. 
Many readers upon closing the book may 
shudder and remember Catullus. 

Joan Murray, a young American who 
died six years ago leaving most of her 
poems to be revised and edited, is a poet 
of different stuff. Her ideas also have 
been cast into a nebulous form; there the 
likeness stops. Being of life yet not it, 
her delicate phrasing casts here a color, 
there an emotion, turning on loneliness. 

Her work cannot be judged since it must 
remain unfinished, its final farm still un- 
discovered. There is true poetic spirit in 
her lyrics, an awareness which is rich in 
the beauty of suggestion. Mer inclusion 
among the worthwhile younger poets by 
Auden, who is editor of the series, is un- 
doubtedly a well-deserved tribute.

Why Make a Martyr of Wallace? 


FT Henry Wallace is built up, into a political hero, he will owe a 
considerable debt to the stupidity of those who profess to oppose 


everything Wallace stands for. 


They seem determined to advertise 


him as a martyr in the cause of peace. 


The House Un-American Activi- 
ties Committee rarely fails to chip 
in its free publicity build-up. In 
connection with Wallace's appear- 
ance in Wash- # e 
ington, the com- 
mittee went so 
far as to sug 
a Gestapo- Hike 
surveillance of 
the audience, ap- 
parently in tue 
expectation of a 
frightening away 
timid vern- 
ment employes. 
Americans will 
always react 
against such 
tactics. 

Unless the opposition insists on 
handing it to him on a silver 
platter, Wallace is not likely to 
develop any very substantial po- 
litical following. In his barn- 
storming tour of Europe and the 
United States, he has drawn large 
audiences but he hag not at- 
tracted any conspicuous political 
recruits. 


A Negative Asset. 


The effect of his tour of Great 
Britain, insofar as it was meant 
to strengthen left-wing opposition 
within the Labor party, seems to 
have been largely negative. Jennie 
Lee, labor member of Parliament 
and wife of Aneurin Bevan, Min- 
ister of Health in the Attlee Cab- 
inet, criticized Wallace in an ed- 
itorial in the left-wing London 
Tribune, of which she is co-editor. 
The editorial noted that leading 
New Dealers and labor leaders in 
this country are not among Wal- 
lace’s followers. 

“Though mixed in character,” 
she wrote, “most influential is Lee 
Pressman who did all in his 
power, before Pearl Harbor, to or- 
ganize CIO opposition to Roose- 
velt'’s lend-lease to Britain, It was 
only when Russia was brought 
into the war that his views 
changed, and up to the moment 
he signed the message (which 
Wallace teok to England), I can 
find no evidence of any spirit of 
friendship towards postwar Brit- 
ain in Mr. Pressman’s activities. 


No Friend of Britain. 


“On the other hand, few of 
the leading trade-unionists who 
took an active anti-Fascist stand 
from the very beginning of the 
war, and have racently striven to

His chief sponsor in Cali- 
fornia ig former State Attorney 
General Robert W. Kenny, who 
was badly defeated for the gov- 
ernorship when Earl Warren last 
year won nomination in h the 
Republican. and Democratic pri- 
maries.

When he criticizes the negative 
aspects of the Truman doctrine, 
Wallace is on sound ground. Yet, 
in his Washington speech, he said 
nothing at all about Secretary of 
State Marshall's constructive pro- 
gram for Europe. When he talks 
of the deep desire of peoples 
everywhere for peace, he reflects 
a world-wide longing. In his easy 
“solutions,” he conveniently ig- 
nores all the grim facts of the 
past two years.

The remark is 
The external policy of a great power 


affects all other states. If it encourages hopes which it fails to fulfill 
or instigates policies which it abandons, it throws the globe into 


chaos, 


A “great” power—as contrasted 
with a big one—can be counted on 
by all nations, who thereby are 
able to gauge their own behavior. 

Thus, while 
Great Britain— 
for about a cen- 
tury—was indis- 
putably the first 
world power, all 
knew, for better 
or worse, what 


behavior they al- 
ways could an- 
ticipate. 

All knew that 
Britain would 
not tolerate the 
subjection of 
Europe by a4 
single European state or attempt 
such subjection herself. All knew 
that Britain would not intervene 
in the domestic affairs of estab- 
lished states. All knew that even 
at the risk or certainty of war 
. Britain would keep open the sea 
routes to her Empire. All knew 
Britain would use the pound ster- 
ling to stabilize currencies and 
trade relations. 


90 Per Cent Risk. 


Through whatever changes of 
government this policy was con- 
sistent, some states did not like 


it, but all knew that by opposing 
it they were taking a 90 per cent 
risk of war. None takes that 
risk without reasonable hope of 
winning. This was the leading 
factor contributing to world peace 
in the nineteenth century. It was 
e doctrine of limited but clearly 
defined world interest. 

With the emergence of new 
technological and other factors in 
this century, it is harder 3 define 
world interest. We still live in a 
world of power politics patently 
inadequate for modern realities. 
Not until this century could one 
consider soberly that war might 
end civilization, nor could one an- 
ticipate previously that the abso- 
lute victor would be reparations 
payer to the defeated and less 
fortunate allies. 

War, by its totality, has reached 
the point of vanished returns. Yet 
no world leader has taken one 
step to abolish war, and it there- 
fore, of necessity, occupies a pri- 
mary place in all calculations, 


A New Type of War. 
Also, in the power struggle the 


structure and personalities of 
other governments. This did not 
lead to peace, but to intense ex- 
acerbation of political struggles 
within states and, eventually, to 
war, 

When we criticize our foreign 
policy it is well to bear in mind 
that never has any government 
inherited such a task, and that no 
human mind can propose a solu- 
tion which would guarantee posi- 
tively both international peace 
and American freedom and ge- 
curity. 


We Should Deliver. 


But one thing is, I think, 
obvious. If a policy is enunciated, 
such as that of Secretary Marshall 
at Harvard, it must be backed up 
or the results will be disastrous. 
Already Mr. Bevin has accepted 


the challenge of taking the 
initiative in Europe. 
Senator Vandenberg is right in 
proposing a thorough survey of 
our resources—that should have 
come earlier rather than later— 
and calling for a citizens’ advisory 
council, The price will be five 
billion dollars at least per year. 
but the alternatives are infinitely 
worse. | 

But worst of all would be ‘to. 
promise what we fail to deliver 
and encourage only to disappoint. 
In that way lies the certain ruin 
of our world,

Constantine Poulos, ONA corre- 
spondent, for alleged offenses said 
to have been committed by him 
in Greece in March. 1946. 

Poulos, on his arrival in Vienna 
Tuesday from Hungary, was sum- 
moned to the United States zone 
of Austria immediately. He was 
further informed that he was not 
“acceptable” in the United States 
zone of Germany. He was ordered 
to leave as soon as possible. 


Action against him, he was in- 
formed, was on Instructions 
from the War Department, which 
had been holding an “unfavorable” 
report by the War Department 
representative with the Allied mis- 
si to observe the Greek elec- 
tions as long ago as March 1946, 
during the plebiscite. 

Unfavorable reports, it is under- 
stood, were sent to both the War 
and State departments by the 
United States mission to Greece, 
headed by Henry F. Grady, who 


has had other difficulties with the 
press. The correspondents under 
fire were those whose dispatches 
had been critical of the fairness of 
the election and the methods 
used. During the entire stay of 
the mission in Greece, there had 
been considerable friction between 
officials of the mission and a 
number of American correspond- 
ents. At one time, senior officials 
of the mission instructed all per- 
sonnel not to speak to certain 
American correspondents. 

Swope denounced the present 
action against Poulos as “a high- 
handed proceeding” and protested 
“against the right of any officer in 
the Army to curtail the profession- 
al rights of a correspondent to 
write the story as he sees it.” 

He protested further against the 
failure. of the War Department to 
make an inquiry in the case before 
taking action 14 months after the 
alleged offense. He demanded 
withdrawal of the order against 
Poulos “and the return to our re- 
porter of the right to go where 
he may lawfully be in the pursu- 
ance of information for the pub- 
lic.“

Reds by Moral or Violent Means 


Asserts Americans Must See to It That Peace- 
ful Method Is Used Declares Report of 
Power ‘Weakens Our Influence.’

government stops “it will be only 
because something stops it.“ 

“That something will be either 
violent resistance, or a Moral re- 
sistance go solid that to oppose it 
would evidently be futile,” he said, 
“Clearly, Americans must see to 
it that there is a peaceful stop- 

age.” - 

Dulles, in an address at com- 
mencement exercises at North- 
western University, said: “A first 
phase of our quest for peace must 
be to restore our moral influence. 

“The, United States must make 
it clear béyond a doubt that it 
has no thought of using economic 
or military might to impose on 
others its particular way of life 

“Because our society is so pow- 
erful and because most of us be- 
lieve in it so completely, it is easy 
for hostile propaganda to spread 
fear that we will use our power 
to coerce others. That weakens 
our influence.” 

He said it would be a “flagrant 
violation of our most cherished 
traditions” were the United States 
“to try to compel other nations to 
conform to our way.” He said: 

“Never will our system be ex- 
tended by force or duress. That 
is the positive will of the Ameri- 
can. people and of their govern- 
ment, On that, all the peoples of 
the world can rely utterly. 

“Once that is clear we can, 
without fear of being misunder- 
stood, take leadership in consoli- 
dating world-wide opinion, That: 


jis the second phase of our quest 
for peace. It requires that the 
moral issue be clarified. ... The 
moral issue is the issue of the free 
state as against the police state. 


“The efforts of Soviet leaders to 
spawn police states throughout 
the world would, if persisted in, 
lead to widespread violence, even 
war. The overwhelming majority | 
of mankind does not want to be 
subjected, in perpetuity, to the 
dictation of a small minority.“ 


He said that “if the issue is 
clarified” while most of the world 
is free “there will develop a 
world opinion strong enough to 
stop a program which otherwise 
will be stopped by violence.” 
Dulles received an honorary 
doctor of laws degree.

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Weve Become Nation of Chain Smokers 
Americans Smoked 19 Billion More Cigarettes Last Year Than Year Before 


By Bob Considine 


WINSTON-SALEM, N. C., June 19 
LAME it on the menace of 
the A-bomb, the Administra- 
tion, or sun-spots, but Ameri- 

cans smoked 19 billion more ciga- 

rettes last year than the year be- 
fore, 

It’s a cinch that where there's 
= much smoke there must be 

re, 

The total figure, if you're an as- 
tronomer, was 351,892, 753,483 ciga- 
retts for 1946 as compared to 332,- 
767,009,014 for 1945. Winston- 
Salem, where more than 100 bil- 
lion cigarettes are made each 
year, mainly by the Reynolds Co., 
doesn't know quite what to make 
of these appalling figures, but 
willingly accepts the business. 

Remnants of the anti-tobaccon- 
ists are still in action, sending out 
feeble cries that the cigarette is 
an indisputable sign of the down- 
fall of the human species, but 
people perversely are turning into 
chain smokers in the first years 
of our restless peace, and, to date, 
there are no protests from Uncle 


The Government. pocketed one 
and one quarter billion dollars out 
of cigarette taxes last year, an 
increase of about 185 million dol- 
lars. The world’s most defaced 
stamp, the cigarette stamp which 
bears the likeness of that esteemed 
canal digger, DeWitt Clinton, now 
costs the cigarette manufacturers 
7 cents per Clinton, half the price 
of a finished pack of 20 smokes. 

In some states, notably Arkan- 
sas, there is added a state, county 
and city tax, bringing the total 
tax on each package to 13 cents. 
Other states have state and city 
taxations on the weed, The 10-cent 

e is gone forever, taxed 
ut of existence. 

(Editor's note: In St. Louis, 

smokers pay the federal 
tax of 7 cents per a city 
tax of 2 cents and a state sales 
tax of 2 per cent.

Forest's School of Medicine, did't 
arrive on the American scene 
until some time after Sir Walter. 
But, like his colleagues in the 
other big cigarette companies, he 
found ways and means of selling 
them as few objects in history 
have ever been sold. 

The toughest obstacle the cigar- 
ette industry had to hurdle was 
the old bugaboo that nice girls did 
not smoke. Gray showed us some 
of his old advertisements today 
ad they stirred up dusty memo- 
ries of the cigarette’s conquest of 
nice young (and old) ladies. 

In the early days of the cam- 
pagin, dames were shown looking 


admiringly at gents who are furi- 
ously dragging on cigarettes. Then 
—and this aroused considerable 
condemnation — an ad appeared 
showing a demure housewife 
brazenly buying a carton of cigar- 
ettes,, Finally, the ads showed a 
girl smoking, but the manufac- 
turers made certain that it was 
an actress, thereby, presumably, 
saving American womanhood in 
general from a taint more indel- 
ible than nicotine, 

Now the American dolls smoke 
like chimneys, though eyen some 
of the younger ones who lived in 
small towns ca remember when 
they used to draw the blinds be- 


fore taking a drag on even a cu- 
beb 


Nobody knows when the Indians 
started burning tobacco leaves and 
gulping the smoke. Columbus 
made brief mention of this habit 
when reporting on his first voy- 
age, but apparently saw little fu- 
ture in it, 


The first colonists to cultivate 
the plant and sell it were natives 
of Jamestown, Va., who had set- 
tled there looking for gold. The 
cigarette is the last use to which 
the cabbage-like plant has been 
put. “Coffin-nails,” as they once 
were called, were not introduced 
into this country until British 
travelers brought some over just 
before the Civil War. 


With the dizzy rise of the cigar- 
ette in popularity, pipe tobacco, 
sacks of roll-your-own, chewing 
tobacco and snuff have been di- 
minishing in favor. Chaw-tobacco 
sales dropped 21 per cent last 
year; snuff sales 10 per cent. 

Last renowned stronghold of 
snuff is the United States Senate 
which distributes, to this day, both 
damp and dry snuff from boxes 
placed near the entrances of that 
salon of the solons, Distressingly 
enough, the senatorial snuff-takers 
prefer the wet kind, which they 
pack under a rear gum and suck 
on during sessions, The last great 
sniffer of dry or sneezing snuff 
was the late Hiram Jehnson. 


It is virtually impossible for any 
person, save perhaps the prin- 
cipal stockholder of a cigarette 
company and a few trusted em- 
ployes, to gain admission to a 
blending room—where the several 
types of domestic and imported 
tobacco are cut and mixed with a 
variety of chemicals and flavorig 
extracts, 

The exact blend is guarded 
fiercely, but all popular United 
States cigarettes probably contain 
glycerine, to keep a little moisture 
in the moisture-wasting weed, and 
sugar or sugar products. 

But I couldn't swear to that. 
When I asked the guide to let 
me in the mixing place she nearly 
fainted at the suggestion. And my 
pal Gray looked me straight in 
the eye and gaid he hadn't the 
faintest notion of what goes in 
the cigarette that has made him 
one of the richest young men in 
the land,

Some New Features 


ND still the electric irons

The latest to come off the 
production line has a hinged sole 
plate, which gives you the serv- 
ices of a Very small iron (the 
point of the sole plate) for iron- 
ing ruffles, frills and other hard 
to reach areas, such as the tops 
of your wee daughter's puffed 
sleeves.

But when it comes to cords, 
you'll find several irons offering 
special features, Some have the 
cord in the center on the back, 
so that it can swing either way 
with equal ease. Then there’s the 
cordless iron, In this case the 
cord is attached to a heating 
base, which has a heat control 
at the rear, When you return the 
fron to this base, a contact switch 
turns on the Leat. 

Practically all the new irons 
are considerably lighter in weight 
— mostly around three pounds— 
which means far less effort on 
your part, Sole plates are much 
larger, too—another labor saver. 
Dials are easier to read, and some 
of them showing up with a spe- 
cial temperature (low enough for 
safety) for fabrics of unknown 
fiber content. 

However, some irons are still 
made with handles that seem to 
have been designed for large 
hands. If your palm grip isn't 
very large, be sure to check this 
feature carefully. A lot of energy 
can be wasted on a handle that 
is too large to give you a com- 
fortable grip.

In Movies Since ‘Birth of a Nation 
At Neglec f Donald Crisp Has Been Acting for 30 Years — Was in ‘Broken Blossoms’

HOLLYWOOD, June 19 


ETERAN DONALD CRISP 
Virales on the floor of a lit- 

tle ranch-house setting for the 
movie “Whispering Smith,” at 
Paramount, quivered a few mo- 
ments in his death agony and 
then lay still, 

Nothing so unusual about that. 
They're bumping off actors in the 
films every day, but the 65-year- 
old Crisp, whose service stripes 
date back to “The Birth of a Na- 


tion,” got up from the splintered 


floor to tell us the bit did carry 
special significance, ae 
This, it seems, was the first 
heavy he had played since 1919, 
That waa for his part as the prize- 
fight persecutor of Lillian Gish in 


D. W. Griffith’s “Broken Blos- 


soms,” 

“I haven’t been exactly righte- 
ous all the time,” explained Crisp, 
“I've acted mean old men, tor- 
menting everyone beyond reason, 
but not until now did I actually 
get out of line with the law. I 
really deserve my death scene, 
The role is plenty hideous.” 


Crisp has narrowed his screen 
appearances during the past half 
a dozen years. Up to then, he 
had been known as one of the 
most prolific character players in 
the business, Contracted by War- 
ners for 10 years or more, his face 
showed up in so many features 
that fans used to say it couldn't 
be a Warner picture unless Crisp 
was somewhere in the action, 

“Broken Blossoms” gave him 
his greatest film role, Crisp still 
believes. He has fond memories 
of his association with Griffith 
on that prize silent movie, but can 
go a lot farther back for expe- 
riences with the old master. 
Crisp was Griffith’s-chief assist- 
ant in making “The Birth” and, in 
addition, did a major part in the 
story. He later directed a group 
of Douglas Fairbanks's most suc- 
cessful adventure pictures, 

In Crisp’s pet feature he por- 
trayed a prize fighter who battled 
the onetime great Kid McCoy, 
killed heroine Gish and, in turn, 
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DONALD CRISP , , . HE'S PLAYING A HEAVY ROLE FOR THE FIRST 


TIME SINCE 1919. 


was shot dead by Richard Barthel- 
mess. Methods of movie manufac- 
ture have changed in a revolu- 
tionary manner, he declared, 
“While I was playing that fight- 
er role in ‘Broken Blossoms,’ Crisp 
recalled, “I also had another iron 
in the fire. Concurrently, I was 
directing a pictu.e of my own 
called ‘Secret Service.’ Somehow, 
I managed to find time for both 


jobs. You couldn't think of such 
a double project these high-pres- 
sure days,” 

The old-timer smiled with a far- 
away look in his steely blue eyes 
as he mentioned actors composing 
the cast of his “Secret Service” 
epic. Names included Lewis 
Stone, Blanche Sweet, Agnes 
Ayres, Wallace Reid and Milton 
Sills, all great box-office names 


then, or destined to become such 
a little later, 

“I remember coaxing Lewis 
Stone out here from the New 
York stage to play one of the 
leads,” said Crisp, “I had a tough 
time even getting him to listen to 
an offer. He thought I was kid- 
ding at first because he was a 
holdout who believed the screen 
could never amount to anything. 
I had to kick in with a pretty 
stiff salary to make him change 
his mind. He got $75 a week—a 
terrific sum in those days. Inci- 
dentally, Lew stayed right on 
here. I imagine he's not a bit 
sorry about our deal, 

“That picture kept me busy all 
during the days, so I did my 
scenes with McCoy for ‘Broken 
Blossoms’ at night. The Kid and 
I fought several Sundays in a 
row, except for the day when I 
went te the hospital for what I 
supposed was concussion. You see, 
we didn’t know all the tricks 
then about pulling punches or rid- 
ing with a blow.” 

| o-fisted, steady and conserv- 
ative, Crisp is one of the most 
respected citizens of Hollywood. 
He saved his money from the 
start and accumulated such a 
fortune that he is, today, listed 
among the half dozen wealthiest 
actors in the business. As a di- 
rector of a large Los Angeles 
bank, he sat for years on the loan 
committee. And in that capacity 
he often had the amusing experi- 
ence of listening to loan proposals 
from studios attempting to f. 
nance productions in which he 
was scheduled to appear. 

Crisp said he went after this 
role of the heavy in “Whispering 
Smith” because he was getting 
tired of being tagged as just a 
nice, sweet old man, or maybe a 
grumpy one who gets up in his 
nightgown to badger the kids for 
coming in after midnight. 

Of course, everyone knows they 
shoot movies in the craziest man- 
ner, with no regard for sequence 
of the story—but it was some- 
thing of a jolt to hear Crisp say, 
in conclusion: “I’m killed, but I'll 
be back next week to make those 
outdoor scenes.”

Since a small slam was there 
for North-South against any de- 
fense, it is obvious that the actual 
five-heart contract deserved ahso- 
lutely no applause. As a matter 
of fact, if the defenders had not 
resisted so vigorously, North 
South would not even have ap- 
proached a slam—they would have 
ended up in three hearts. This 
was due entirely to the fact that 
North attached so little impor 
tance to South's free bid of two 
hearts. That call in itself Was 
highly questionable, since South 
had only 1% honor tricks in his 
entire hand, with no distributional 
assets to speak of, but since he 
did make the bid, it follows in 
all logic that North should have 
found his path smoother rather 
than rockier.’ The moment South 
showed the values or anything 
like the values for a two-heart bid, 
North should have envisaged slam 


possibilities, and to take full ad- 


vantage of the situation, he should 
have done some very vigorous 
jumping in hearts or, alternately, 
should have cue-bid the opponents’ 
club suit to indicate his great 
power. True, that cue bid would 
be a white lie in that North @id 
not have first-round club control, 
but surely his hand as a whole, 
and particularly his heart fit, 
abundantly justified that tactic.

South would have reached their 
laydown slam in any case, but at 
least North could have made a
